Commissioner Posekany made a motion, with support from Commissioner Weger, to accept the changes to 
Chapter 4 Site Plan Review: Sections 4.00 Purpose, adding “, owner, Zoning Administrator and/or” 
after the words “land developer” and Section 4.01 Site Plan Required, C., striking the words “other than” and 
changing to “including” of the Zoning Ordinance and forward them on to the Township Board for approval.

Commissioner Posekany made a motion, with support from Board Liaison Lower, to make a change to 
Chapter 6 Agricultural District, Section 6.01 Permitted Uses, adding the words “including Non-
Commercial Greenhouses” to item A.  Accessory Buildings and Uses and forward it on to the Township 
Board for approval. 
Motion carried. 
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Commissioner Weger moved, with support from Commissioner Sharp, to make the following change to 
Chapter 12 Waterfront Overlay District:  Section 12.02 District Standards, C. Required Setbacks, Table 
12.1 Waterfront Overlay District Regulations, changing the Minimum Rear Yard Setback from 50 feet to 35 
feet and forward it on to the Township Board for approval.

Motion carried.
